The Wales suffered two 
direct hits by bombs on the deck. 
Like the attack on the Repulse, 
the Japs flew across the length 
of the Wales in single line, each 
bomber dropping a stick. 
One officer said: “A child of 
six could see some of them were 
going tq hit-us.” 
During the entire action, Ad- 
| miral Tom Phillips, commander- 
| in-chief of the Far East, and Capt.
